In addition to the following restriction requirement, applicant should note that as 
set forth in the last line of page 2 and lines 1-7 of page 3 of the first office action, the 
scope of claims 12, 13 and 17 was indicated as not being clear, since they depend from 
a combination claim 1 . In the next Office action, claims will be objected to under 37
